It is quite clear that in Japan there is a 
very large section of the public who would 
prefer {0 see a betterment in American- 
Japanese relations rather than a further 
‘worsening. Fundamentally there is a com- 
plete clash of interests between the two 
countries, not through any fault of the 
United States, but because of the expansive 
ambitions of ‘those at present in power in 
Japan, as a result of which Japan has fol~ 
lowed’ a policy of aggressiveness involving 
Aisregard for American interests in China, 

‘The situation was not improved when 
Japan signed the military alliance with Ger= 
many and Italy, and it is reported that some 
clreles in Washington believe that better re~ 
ations between the two countries can be 
evolved only on the basis of frequently recon~ 
ciling the Japanese and American points of 
view on particular problems, and through 
Japanese recognition of western vights in 
‘Asia, It follows that if Japan really wants 
to arrive at a better understanding the slogan 
of “Asia for the Asiatics" and all that it im= 
plies must go, and that, in place of the 
policy which it represents, there must be 
substituted one which involves the restora~ 
tion of all occidental rights which have been 
impaired, and recognition of the right of 
other nations with important stakes in this 
country to take their share in assisting China 
to build up a solid and prosperous. future. 
‘That would mean so complete a reversal of 
present policies that it is doubtful whether 
the Japanese Government could ving itself 
to effect such 1 change. 

It is because of that that it is felt in 
Washington that a Japanese yood will mis- 
sion to the United States in present cireum= 
stances could accomplish little beyond ob- 
taining an analysis of the actual differences 
between the two countries, and, while that 
would be a meagre enough vestlt, it might 
Justify the move about which there is at 
present so much speculation. It might at the 
same time serve {0 remove any. erroneous 
idea, which may still exist in Japan, that 
the American policy was one of bluff, which 
in itself might be productive of much good. 
With regard {0 the rearmament policy of the 
United States it cannot be expected that any 
such mission could influence the decisions 
which have already been taken, for, regard 
Jess of what Japan may, or ‘may not be 
planning for the future, the general world 
situation requires that the United States 
should fit herself to defend her interests no 
matter in what part of the world they might 
be threatened, or by whom, 

‘Those who clo not strongly support the idea 
of a Japanese good will mission to the United 
States base their stand upon the argument 
that, until Japan shows a greater readiness 
to honour the treaties she has signed, and 
to respect the interests of third party Powers, 
































its path to success will remaih unpaved. 
‘Phere is a great deal to be said for the con= 
tention that the present attitude of the 





United States Government is unlikely to be 
influenced by mere words, but. that actions 
fon the part of Japan would be far more 
eloquent. Obviously the initiative must vest 
with Japan which by deeds alone can now 
hope to remove the tension at present exist 
ing between the two nations. ‘The evacui 
tion of Americans from the Far East is no 
mere bluff, It indicates American readiness 
to move should existing interests in this part 
of the world be further menaced. ‘That, it 
is believed, is fully understood by the more 
moderate clements in Japan, who also realize 
that, present poticies can be only productive 
of increased misunderstanding which they 
would like to see removed, even if extremists 
still disregard that important aspect of the

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HYSTERIA

AL the time of their entry into the war 
the German people were suffering from 2 
Pronounced form of national hysteria. ‘The 
events which occurred during the years 
which preceded the entry into power of Herr 
Hitler and the Nazis were sufficiently serious 
to provide a good excuse for such a state of 
fairs. ‘The Germans had been through 
very kind of hardship from inflation to 
semi-starvation, and they were prepared to 
Took to any prophet for salvation. To them, 
in this extremity, appeared Hitler, with his 
promises of salvation from the Jews, who 
had had nothing to do with the straits in 
which Germany found herself, or from the 
Bolshevists who, in turn, had had little con- 
cern in the German debacle, being too busy 
in the intricacies of Red quarrels to bother 
much about what was happening in the out- 
side world. It was this stale of mind of 
the German people which enabled them to 
believe in the rubbishy slogans of “living 
room,” when they were anxious only for the 
‘opportunity to live at all. It induced them 
to believe that they were being “encircled” 
when nothing more dreadful had happened 
than that there existed around Germany's 
borders a group of states which were not 
German and which had no desire to become 
so. It enabled them to believe the most ob- 
viously- concocted stories of atrocities com- 
mitted against persons of German blood in 
neighbouring countries, when better judg- 
ment would have labelled the tales as lies 
and quite impossible anyway. 

‘The deliverer who offered himself to this 
people who were in a highly nervous state 
was Herr Hitler. He should go down in 
history as a half-baked political philosopher, 
within the better cooked portion of whose 
ereed were contained come germs of truth 
and a few ideas of real moment. This man 
was, and still is, a hysterical subject, the 
vietim of a variety of obsessions. On his 
behalf it must be said that he was the type 
of man—and a similar type is commonly 
found among Britons—who simply could not 
believe for a moment that his country could 
be defeated. When in 1918 Germany wax 
fairly and squarely beaten on the field of 
Dattic, it became necessary for a man of this 
mentality to reorientate his beliefs or to 
Tapse into forms of fantasy which would 
assist him to escape from the unpleasant 
truth, And he chose the latter course. He 
refused to accept the obvious fact of mili- 
tary—and this includes blockade and other 
factors—defeat, and created the myth of 
being stabbed in the back, the nightmare of 
Jewish undermining, of backstairs intrigue. 
In this way he was able to preserve in his 
mind the fable of German invineibility which 
to the rest of the world had been blown sky 
high by events on the felds of Flanders and 
France. That he was able to persuade 
‘usually unimaginative people, formerly noted 
for the way in which they kept both fect 
on the ground, even though that ground 
might smack of the primitive, is proof of his 
forensic genius. 

Some one has Mippantly commented that 
perhaps the idea of the screaming bomb 
originated with some German munition 
manufacturer as he was listening to Hitler 
screaming at a mass meeting of Nazis in some 
beer hall or stadium in the Third Reich. The 
power of the seream in such gatherings 
proved itself beyond a shadow of doubt. 
Raucous platitudes and distortions of the 
truth undoubtedly had the effect of creating 
a kind of mass hysteria among listencrs— 
an effect which Hitler himself admitted when 
he said that he always preferred to speak 
to mass meetings than to individuals or small 
uatherings. ‘To stampede the German people 
into supporting his wild dreams of universal 
cmpire, Hitler has had to destroy many 
fundamental beliefs which have been held 
by them for centuries. And in placc of 
these beliefs he has had to substitute others 
which do not bear intelligent examinati 
the close analysis of the scientific 
‘Thus the great question of German

must find its answer in how far he has stte- 


‘ecoded in this substitution. 
‘This substitution is an extremely 
business. ‘The Christian religion has not 
succeeded in wholly eliminating  wge-old 
pagan ideas, even after more than {wo 

thousand years of earnest propagation, et 
forced during certain ages by the most ex- 
treme measures of human suffering. It ha 
however, introduced other ideas which ha 
d cannot be thrown on to 
few years. A nation in 
fon tne verge of a 
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reversion {o barbarism for a short while, 
encouraged in such a course by a succession 
of immediate vietorics. It can very much 
be doubted, however, how long it will pursue 
this course when the consequences of its own 
ets are visited upon its own head ; when the 
ruthlessness it has displayed towards the rest 
of the world is in turn displayed towards it. 
And this is just what the German people are 
experiencing now. Bombs on Berlin and scores 
of lesser cities are showing them that they 
‘are not invineible, as their leaders assured 
them. The threat of slow starvation is fac- 
ing them. They have been told that guns 
are better than butter, but when they were 





























|} old thin, there was always some butler to 


be had. "Now the prospect of no butter at 
all lies before them. And the guns sre the 
guns of an enemy. How long can the na- 
tional hysteria withstand such grim remind- 
ers that realities matter more than even 
Hiller’s most high flown superlatives ? 








BERLIN CONFERENCE 
Nov. 14. 

While there is much scerecy maintained in 
Berlin and Moscow as to the reasons for 
MM. Molotov’s visit to Berlin, and the sub- 
jects which are to be discussed between his 
clegation and Hitler's government. there is 
fone ‘thing which may be considered certain, 
‘and that is that M. Stalin will doubtless 
benefit from any decisions which may be 
arrived at in exactly the same manner as he 
thas since the Russo-German Pact on August 
of last year. There appears to be three 
distinct possibilities in this latest meeting— 
the arrangement of a German-Russian- 
Japanese Pact in accordance with the alleged 
Secret terms of the Japanese alliance with 
Italy and Germany, the perfection of diplo- 
matic preparations to the south-cast aimed 
at eventual control of Iraq. oll. seizure of: 
the Suez Canal, an attempt to expel Britain 
from the Mediterranean, and an endeavour 
fo drive a wedge between Great Britain and 
‘Turkey. 

‘A great deal necessarily depends upon 
what Hitler has to offer M. Stalin, for there 
fare several unattractive features ‘about the 
Suspected German drive to the south-east 
from the Russian point of view, not the 
east of which would be an eventual possible 
enemy flanking Russia from the Baltic to, 
the Caspian Sea and it is thought that Hitler 
will have to bid high for M. Stalin's benedic~ 
tion upon any such venture, The suspected 
rapprochement between Russia and Japan, if 
{€ suceceds, will see the transformation of 
the Anti-Komintern Pact into a pact of peace 
‘and understanding, with what were formerly 
ideologically opposed countries now assem~ 
bled in a close hugger-mugger of friendship 
each hoping to get the best out of the 
arrangement. At the most it will prove an 
unstable formation dependent entirely upon 
whatever profits cach participant sees a 
chance of securing, founded solely upon ¢x- 
pediencies and ing the fundamental 
enmities which exist between various of 
them. he 

That is a point which must always be re- 
membered when watehing the gyrations of 
Hitler, the man who wrote in “Mein 
Kampr":— 

If we speak today in Europe of new soil we 
‘can but think first’ of Russia and her subject 
order states......

It is 
to be very warmly congratulated on the 
result of its labours, for it has clearly proved 
that a periodical searching scrutiny of the 
municipal organization is of distinet value 
not only to the Council but to the ratepayers 
themselves, serving, on the one hand, to pre- 
vent undue complacency, and. on the other 
to reaffirm the confidence of the ratepayers 
in the. administration. In this connection it 
is interesting to note that the Committee has 
not only examined the present organization, 
but has expressed its views as to the proper 
ines of future development, 

‘This has been done by an international 
body of business men who clearly have 
applied the principles under which they 
administer their own concerns, and it is 
because of that that the various reports which 
the Economy Committee has issued have 
peculiar significance. What has happened 
is that an administration, large staffed by 
Britons, has undergone the closest possible 
‘examination of a body composed of different 
nationalities which has produced a judgment 
of the utmost importance. Every one of the 
municipal departments investigated has stood 
up well to the tests of a rigid investigation. 
‘Many valuable suggestions have been made. 
but the general conclusion to be drawn is 
that the verdict of the Economy Committee 
‘on the present organization and administra 
tion amounts to an expression of reasonable 
satisfaction. ‘That must be a source of con= 
siderable satisfaction not only to the heads 
of departments, and the councillors of the 
present and past years but also to the rate= 
payers themselves, for it is not to be believed 
that the Economy Committee would have 
shitked its vesponsibilities by failing to in~ 
dicate whatever important shorteomings it 
might have discovered. 

Another pleasing feature of the reports 
which have been issued up to the present is 
that the Committee has been able to embody 
suggestions in them which have emanated 
from heads of the departments concerned, 
‘and it is important and pleasing to note that 
the Jatter have rendered the Committee every 
Fossible assistance in their work. It ix 
understood that two very important matters 
stil remain to be dealt with, namely the 
Council's terms and conditions of service, and 
the possibility of increasing the Council's 
revenue, ‘The Committee's judgment on 
these {wo important points will be awaited 
with very considerable interest for much of 
the future efficiency of the administration 
depends upon its findings. 

11 is important {0 remember the constitu 
tion of the Committee which has been, and 
is doing the work which has led up to the 
publication of these various reports, Tt con 
sists of two each of Britons, Japanese, 
Americans and Chinese, and one each of 
German, Malian, French, and Netherlanders, 
making @ total of twelve. It cannot be said 
that there was any one community dominat- 
ing the committee, the impartiality of which 
can in no way be doubted. From its scrutiny 
the Council's administration has emerged 
satisfactorily. The Council consented to the 
committee's appointment in view of the storm 
of criticism directed ayainst it prior to the 
last annual meeting of ratepayers. Much of

BADEN-POWELL 
Nov. 18, 

With the death of Lord Baden-Powell, 
which Havas reports as having taken place 
‘at Nairobi at the age of 83 years, a romantic 
figure, and one who has probably done more 
for the youth of the world than any other 
‘man, passes from the scene. He was a dis 
tinguished soldier years before he mace his 
name during the Boer War, when he was in 
command at Mafeking, which on the out 
break of hostilities in 1999 was invested by 
a Boor force, For 217 ‘lays Britain waited 
with the greatest anxiety for the arrival of 
a relieving force, and when that reached the 
beleaguered garrison on May 17, 1900, the 
enthusiasm displayed by London was such ax 
fo give a new word to the language. ‘The 
heroic defence of Mafeking made Baden- 
Powell's name one of the best known of all 
the different figures in that war so that in 
public estimation he ranked very closely with 
Lord Roberts, But this man of parts, —for 
he was a writer and a sculptor as well as a 
een artist,—will not go down in history 
{for his military exploits, or his pigesticking 
in which he won the Kadir Cup, but for his 
initiation of the Boy Scout movement in 1908 
which has since swept the world until now 
there are millions of young people bound 
together by fidelity to scout Iaw. 

In every civilized country today there are 
Boy Scouts and Girl Guides, organizations 
identical with that of the parent movement, 
the details of (raining differing slightly here 
‘and thereto suit climatic ond temperamental 
differences. Under Baden-Powell’s scheme 
every boy joining the movement makes. the 
following promise :— 

I promise on my onour to do my best 

‘To do my duty to God and the King 

‘9 help other people at all timex 

‘To obey the Scout Law 
‘The whole system was founded on the code 
of the Knights and is aimed at the promotion 
of good citizenship amongst the rising genora- 
tion. In common with similar movements, 
such as the Church Lads’ Brigade, and the 
Boys’ Brigade, the Boy Scout movement came 
in for a great deal of early ridicule, but the 
idea caught on rapidly, for Baden-Powell had 
devised something which appeated to the 
spirit of youth. In two years there were 
no fewer than 123,000 members in the British 
Empire alone, while the system was being 
taken up by other countrios. Two years later 
the movement was investigated by the Privy 
Council and a royal charter of incorporation 
was granted, Tt was not x military system, 
for training along those ines was considered 
contrary to the ideals of peace and educa 
onally wrong, but duvingg the last war 100, 
000 Boy Scouts, who had reached military 
fage, and of whom ten per cont. gave their 
lives, joined His Majesty's Forces, while 
those under axe carried out public cuties at 
home, one notable service being that of coast- 
watchers in phice of the constguards who had 



























¥| been ealled up for service afloat, 


As a result of the war the Boy Scout move- 
ment was sadly hampered by the loss of 
practically every able-bodied scoutmaster. 
Dut it managed not only to hold its own, but 
to increase in numbers during the years in 
which the struggle lasted. ‘Troops managed 
fo carry. on with only patrol Tenders and 
courts of honour without the help of oMeers. 
‘That in itself was splendid proof of the ex= 
cellence of the system which Baden-Powell 
had conceived and brought into being, and 
‘was a clear demonstration of the manner in 
which it had captured the imagination of 
youth. Its originator was more successful 
than Lora Roberts, who was then the lone 
voice crying for conseription had been, but 
that was probably because Great Britain has 
at all times turned rather to peace than to 
war. Baden-Powell must have died satisfied 
with the knowledge that a record of forty- 
two years showed that he had indeed built 
well, and that not only did he make the life 
of the British boy richer than it had ev 
been before, but that his movement had been 
adopted in'so many other countries where 
the lessons learned in his experimental eamp 
at Brownsea Island, Dorsetshire, in 1907 had 
‘been appreciated and adapted to meet nation- 
al requirements. How many of them there 
are at the moment it is not possible to say.

rely upon but the slender resources of un- 
‘occupied France, 

‘The Government of that area is doing its 
best to eare for these exiles, while the popula~ 
tions of the towns which they reach 
coming them with that hospitality 
by the knowledge of common sulfering. 
is reported that the French Government has 
protested against this violence of the Franco- 
German armistice. Such it must be, for the 
fate of Alsace-Lorraine is a matter for ulti~ 
mate peace negotiations and not yet to be 
tweated ay though it were already a German 
possession. ‘The fact of the matter is that 
Miler is endeavouring to ereate a state of| 
affairs whieh he hopes will not be corrected, 
when Britain comes to negotiate a victorious 
peace with him, and it js nothing more than 
his customary resort to the fait accompl 
hoping that if he cannot himself maintain it, 
twill be allowed to stand in order not to 
complicate peace talks too greatly.

It necessary to’ denounce the Armistice and

TOKYO AND CHUNGKING 
Nov. 19. 
If, 28 i is reported from Tokyo, the Im- 
perial Conference at its session on Wednes- 
day decided to scek to enter into direct 
negotiations for peace with Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek, there must have been a 
very considerable change of opinion in Japan 
fas a result of which the Far East may be on 
the verge of historical developments. No 
oMeial statement has been issued on the| 
subject in the Japanese capital, but it is re~ 
Hiably stated that the Japanese Government 
‘would extend “liberal peace terms,” and that 
unless Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shele agrees 
to alter China's attitude towards Japan with 
in a certain length of time, Japan would 
retaliate by extending recognition to the 
Wang Ching-wei regime at Nanking. The 
position is not as clear as could be desired, 
but it appears that coincident with an en- 
deavour to come to peace with Chungking. 
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Japan would seck {o effect a reconciliation 
between Chiang Kai-shek on the one hand 
and Wang Ching-wei on the other, thourh 
there is at present no information as to the 
role the latter would then play if Tokyo is 
able to come to terms with Chungking. 

The conditions of peace upon which 
Chungking has all along insisted have in- 
volved the complete withdrawal from China 
of the Japanese forces as the main considera- 
tion, and it will be interesting to sce if that 
same attitude will be maintained in the face 
of the expected Japanese move. «In. this 
connection it is interesting to note the tenor 
of the terms which Japan proposed to the 
National Government at the end of 1937. 
Japan desired the autonomy of Inner Mon- 
golia, extension of the demilitarized zone in 
North China, the National Government to 
retain authority over the administration of 
the whole of North China, the Japanese ex- 
pressing the hope that the highest authority 
appointed would not be one of the anti- 
Japanese elements. It was stated in this set 
Of terms that Japan had no intention of esta- 
blishing a new government in North China 
fat that time. It was further suggested that 
another of the terms would be the extension 
of the demilitarized zone around Shanghai, 
the administration of Shanghai to be main- 
tained as before: on the anti-Japanese ques- 
tion it was hoped this would be settled clong 
ines discussed by Mr. Kawagoe and General 
Chang Chun, Minister for Foreign Affairs; 
it was hoped that a conerete plan would be 
arrived at for the solution of the anti~ 
Komintern question; a revision of the 
Customs Tariff was asked for, while Japan 
also stipulated for the maintenance and re- 
spect of foreign interests in China by the 
Chinese Government. 

Tt was the failure of Chungking to accept 
the above as a basis for negotiation that led 
to the secession of Mr, Wang Ching-wei, but 
it will be apparent that if Tokyo is now 
prepared {o offer more liberal terms than 
the above Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
may find his stand in 1937 vindicated even 
though it has led to nearly three years fight~ 
ing. ‘The importance of the decision reached 
by the Imperial Conference is that at least 
some attempt is apparently to be made to 
Scere peace between the two countries. A 
great deal, of course, depends upon exactly 
how liberal the terms which Japan is pre- 
pared to offer really are, though it must be 
borne in mind that unless they go a very 
long way towards establishing the status quo 
ante July, 1937, the probability of Chiang 
Kai-shek accepting them will, perhaps, not 
be very great. On the other hand Japan 
cannot be expected to proffer terms which 
‘would in any way permit of the suggestion 
that after all she did not omerge vietorious 
in the Sino-Japanese Ineident, and it follows 
that the real difficulty with which the 
Japanese Government is confronted is to 
devise a set of terms which fully take 
cognizance of the actual military situation, 
which is that a stalemate has been reached 
which cannot apparently be broken save at a 
very great cost to Japan. Nevertheless it is 
to be hoped that the reports emanating from 
Tokyo will prove correct and that an effort 
to reach peace between the {wo countries will 
be made. The last three-and-a-half years 
have indeed been tragic for both countries. 
‘The sooner both of them can return to the 
pursuits of peace the better for them, and, if 
they could arrive at the ideal of cooperation, 

definite improvement in the Far East would 
not long be delayed. 





























“SAFETY FIRST” 





‘The Shanghai Municip 
authorities of the French Concession yester= 
day opened a “safely first” campaign design- 
ed to lessen the number of motor accidents 
which occur in the foreign areas. Last year's 
campaign, though for various reasons it was 
not properly co-ordinated between the two 
foreign areas, nevertheless had the effect 
of bringing down the total of accidents by 
something over twenty por cont. An even 
better result is hoped for from this year's 
campaign which will continue for a week. 
Films will be shown warning the public 
against carelessness, both in driving and in 
‘walking. Special efforts are being made to 
instruct workers in industrial plants of the 
dangers of wandering aimlessly over the 
yonds. Across many of the main thorough- 
fares banners have been fastened urging eau- 
tion. Posters have been displayed in many 
places, and students have volunteered to stand 
at difficult corners and distribute leaflets to 
the general public and, if necessary, act as 
guides to those who do’ not knew the proper 
and safe way to cross a street. Radio-talks 
in a variely of Ianguages are being given, 
and nothing is being left undone to inform 
the public of the simple precautions neces~ 
sary to avold injury. 

‘The voluntary helpers in this campaign 
are showing a most praiseworthy public 
spirit. Their fask is a thankless one. They have 
to tackle on the one hand those who know 
all about the rules of safety and yet ignore 
thom—the class who refuse fo believe that 
they are taking a risk because they have 
taken the same risk so often without any 
disagreeable consequences; and on the other, 
the class which knows nothing whatever 
about trac and wanders absent mindedly 





























lives in their hands. In between these two 
extremes there are many other classes: those 
who take risks because they arc ina hurry 
to cross a road or those who become im- 
patient with the slowness of a traffic stream 
and pass cars with danger to other drivers, 
to themselves, and to pedestrians. This 
latter class particularly is apt to resent a) 
suggestion of caution and to refuse to co- 
operate in even the most reasonable precau~ 
tions. ‘The spirit they display is in marked 
contrast to that shown by the vohintect 
‘whom they snub. 

An analysis of some of the traffic statistics 
of the Settlement shows that it is not only 
the ignorant, peasant Chinese who needs 
education in’ traffic conditions, but also the 
motorist and the foreigner who might be 
supposed 10 have developed a trafic sense 
in his own country. ‘The educative measures 
undertaken by the authorities in Shangh: 
‘are about as completeeas they can be so 
far as the Chinese population is concerned. 
As was shown last year, they should have 
8 good effect. In May last year, before the 
safely first campaign was begun, the figures 
for traffic accidents were 879 for the month, 
with 336 injured and 24 dead. In June, 
the first week of the campaign, the 
were 684 accidents, 258 injured,’ and sixteen 
dead—a striking falling off. These were the 
lowest figures for any equivalent period dur- 
ing the preceding twelve months, and after 
the campaign had ended, they still kept well 
below the former average. The list of the 
most prevalent offences by motorists should 
show how that class can co-operate in the 
campaign. During last month there were 
514 cases of motorists disregarding signals 
or instructions ; 331 parking offences ; 234 
ighting offences: 198 cases of overloading 
trucks ; 177 eases of misuse of motor horns : 
141 obstruction offences: 101 cases of negli- 
gent driving; 74 cases of failing to draw up 
close to the kerb and 71 caces of drawing 
to the kerb on the wrong side ; and 69 cases 
Of failing to stop, or to report accidents, 
With the exception of the last offence, all 
the others contribute to accidents in the 
streets which could be avoided with only a 
ttle thought on the part of motorists 

North of the Creck the “safety first” cam- 
paign has the fullest support of the Japanese, 
whose gendarmerie, consular police, and 
Landing Party have turned out special 
squads to assist in the campaign, in spite of 

Ws a result, 
of the series of shootings which have oceur- 
red in that area. The Japanese Consular 
Court is ulso a keen supporter of the police 
in punishing trafic offences, and Japanese 
nationals are officially urged to co-operate in 
‘every way in making the streets safer. This, 
co-operation from the general public is es- 
sential if the campaign js to be a success, 
and it depends upon the individual. The 
motorist can take note of the list of the most 
‘common offences and endeavour to sce that 









































his car is not among the offenders ; while 
the pedestrian can lend a sympathetic ear to 
those who are attempting to tell him of 





dangers which he may not previously have 
realized, Only in this way can the large toll 
taken by aceidents in the streets of Sh: 
hai be reduced.

Orphanage, an institution whieh 
houses and foeds ninety persons, Aly 
of them girls. ranging from two te 
fourteen years. 

The high cost of tiving. rising 
steadily, makes it_ almost impossible 
to support the orphanage on the suum 
that i allotted them. The sum~ 
$3,500 a month to be exact—is far 
from suMcient to feed, house and 
clothe the inmates of the institute, 
being only 9 little over a dollar per 
person per day. 

Russian residents, through the me 
dium of a loral Russian daily, appeot 
to Russians here to help as much as 
it is possible ‘by sending money, 
clothing, food, in fact everything that 
may be ulilized to good effect by 
the orphanage. 

‘With. the announcement, however, 
that Russians will pay ineome tax

Measures Recommended for Placing Public Services 


On More Profitable and 


Paying Basis 
Shanghai, Nov. 14. 


ENERAL recommendations aiming at a savings in the cost of 


operat 





1g the various departments of the Shanghai Municipal 


Council and the placing of some of its public services on a more 


paying, business-like basis are 


embodied in the sixth interim 


report of the Council's Economy Committee which has been 


adopted. 


No drastic retrenchment of the Council's personnel is 


seen in the report which is confined primarily to the recommenda- 
tion of measures which would considerably increase the Council's 


revenue. 


Recommendations regarding the members of the police 


force having been dealt with in a previous report this department 
was not included in the scope of the present report. 


‘The following is an abridged text 
‘of the report: 


Legal Department 


“We have, through our Sub-Com- 
mittee, carefully studied the existing 
practice, organisation of work, duties 
‘of personnel and general constitution 
fof the Legal Department. We arc 
‘satisied “that this department is 
efficiently administered and we have 
hho Immediate material economies to 
suggest. 

‘The expenditure of this department 
fs expenditure on personnel and 
therefore depends. provided the oF 
ganisation Js efficient, on the volume 
‘of work to be performed, over which 
the department itself has no control. 

‘Aport from the Police Division, 
which is staffed by police officers as- 
signed for that purpose from the 
Police Foree, tere are in the Muni- 
cipal Advocate's department 8 mem- 
bers of the staff under Letter of 
Appotntment serving under the Muni 
cipal Advocate, ‘These 8 consist of 6 
‘Assistant Advocotes, a Chief Clerk 
‘nd a Secretary. Th addition, there 
re wo Assistant Advocates still on 
probation who have not yet been 
xiven Letters of Appointment. 

IU has been shown to us by: statise 
ties that the work of the Legal De- 
partment has more than” doubled 
singe 1031, whereas the total inereaxe 
in legal ‘staff since 1928 has. been 
only ‘three. In 1031, 28.024 amine 
istrative and criminal cases” were 
Proveeuted to completion, and the 
corresponding number of’ cases for 
1030 Wwax_ 55,608, ‘This means that 
the six. Trial Advocates and the 
Court Inspector handled on an aver=

Public Library 


We have carefully examined the 
existing practice, “organization ot 
Work, duties of personnel and gen 
eral" constitution of the Palie 
Library. We consider that if the 
Library is to be in any way worthy 
Of a city of the size of Shanghai, It 
should be expanded and improved 
‘Owing to the large cost involved, we 
cannot recommend” the expansion 
wlitch we should like to recommend, 
but we do recommend that” the: 
Budget. appropriation for books for| 
1941 be increased from $20,000 to 
$40,000, We consider that more non- 
fiction ‘and standard works should be 
purchased. We recommend the pur- 
hase also of Japanese magazines and 
selentific publications. 

‘The number of subseribers has in- 
creased from 558 in 1997 to 113,077 in. 
1940 (up to the end of September). In 
1937 the cireulation of books was 
54,358 volumes while the anticipated 
ireulation to the end of 1940 Is 165,000 
volumes. 

‘Ta cope with the increased activi 
ties of the Library, we reeomm 
that the staff of the Library be. in- 
creased by one qualified “Assistant 
Librarian, one Circulation Assistant 
‘und one coolie. “We find that there 
iy no regular, scale of pay for the 
Librarian and’ is assistants, and we 
Fecommend ‘the Council to" consider 
the fixing of a regular scale. of pay. 
We formed the opinion that the more 
responsible staff” of the Library is 
underpaid. 




































































is clear that the present subseription 
rales of $10 and for students $4 should 
he increased.

‘We considered the desirability of 
imposing a charge for notification of 
book reservations. but came to the 
conclusion that free notification of 
book reservations may reasonably be 
regarded as an element of the service 
covered by the subseription paid. 

Tih view of the fact that residents 
of the French Concession constitute! 
fnearly one-third of the total namber| 
fof subscribers to the Library, we re- 
commend that the French Municipal 
Administration be approached for a. 
‘contribution to the Library. 

Finally, we recommend that greater 
publicity’ be given regarding the 
Library’ facilities. 


Shanghai Volunteer Corps 


We have studied the existing or- 
gontuation of S.V.C. Headquarters and 
details of SV.C. expenditure. It is 
worthy of note that there have been 
substantial reductions in Headquarters 
Staff during the past few years. In 
1936 there were at Headquarters 5. 
[commissioned officers seconded from 
Great Britain and 7 non-commissioned 
Jomicers, Today the staf at Head: 
Jquarters consists of 3 commissioned 
Jonicers and 4 non-commissioned of- 
Jeers. OF these only the Commandant 

the Corps Sergeant-Major are 
seconded employees. ‘The two oth 
Jcommissioned officers are Council 
employees transferred from other 
departments and the 3 other non- 
commissioned oficers are engaged 
under ordinary civilian terms. 

‘We gave particular consideration 
to the changes in staff that would be| 
iccessary as the result of the Cou 
i's adopting our recommendation 
for the transfer of the Russian Detach 
‘ment to the Police Force. We ap- 
proved the recommendation made to 
tis by the Seeretary. & Commissioner 
General that on the transfer of the 
Russian Detachment there be trans~ 
ferred with them from the S.V.C. 14 
lorries. ‘This decision may require 
revision in the light of experience 

gained after the transter. 

‘The Commandant put before ws 
‘certals, proposals in regard to ofice 
Stafl which will result in a saving in 
‘expenditure of approximately $1,200 a 
month on. the S.V.C, Budget. At 
present there are employed one for- 

jan necountant, one Russian Sergeant, 
‘en Russian Corporals and 21 Rus- 
sian ‘drivers.

General Administration 
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Pathological Laboratory 

‘This section of the department is 
estimated to show a deficit of $107,780 
for the year 1940. This is because a 
great deal of worik is inevitably done 
free of charge. In accordance 
with what we understand is world- 
wide practice, examinations for all 
communicable’ diseases are free. 
‘The number of free examinations for 
communicable diseases was 18261 
from January to June, 1940. In 
‘addition, rabies treatment is free. 
Furthermore, 351.000 doses of cholera 
vaccine were manufactured — and. 
supplied to the Council at the small 
cost of 10 cents a dose, and 834,000 
doses of smallpox vaccine were 
produced at a cost to the Council of 
fone cent per dose. If the value of 
this and other work is set against the 
budgeted deficit it will be appreciated 
that the pathological laboratory is 
‘economic and efficient. 


‘Chemical Laboratory 


‘The Chemical Laboratory ts, tn 
‘our opinion, economic and  efleient. 
In addition’ to his ordinary \ activ: 
tes, the Chief Analyst advises on 
such matters ax the diet for convicts 
‘at the Gaol, and also for members 
of the Russion Regiment He also 
‘manufactures tear gas bombs for 
the Police at a fraction of the cost 
of imported bombs. The staff of 
this section should consist of a 
Chiet Analyst and a Senior Assist- 
ant “Analyst. Today the Chief 
Analyst is carrying on alone. The 
Couneil should, in our opinion, be 
repared to engage an assistant as 
Son as a suitable one is available. 


Dispensary 

This section is responsible for the 
purchase or preparation of all the 
‘drugs and medicines required at the 
Municipal Hospitals and Clinics. 
‘There is an estimated deficit for the 
Sear 190 of $77,750, which is due 
to undercharging the hospitals. The 
Pharmacist hag not included in his 
costs of medicine a proportion of 
his own salary and the salaries of 
his assistants, Moreover, instead of 
adjusting his prices of the Hospitals 
to allow him to recover the average 
cost of drugs in stock prior to and 
ought during 1940, the Pharmacist 
hasbeen calculating the cost of 
drugs instock at the beginning of 
1040. This is, in our opinion, a 
mistake. We do not suggest that 
the Dispensary should be run at 
a profit, but we consider that Hos 
ilals should be ‘charged the full 
estimated cost of drugs supplied so 
that the Dispensary does not show a 
a deficit. We are also of the 
opinion that allowances should be 
made for the stock of drugs left 
‘over at the end of the financial year 
‘hd the value of them taken into 
account. 


Schoo! Medical Service 


‘This is estimate to cost. during, 
1940, $85,120. Only one-half of this| 
‘cost is transferred to the Education 
Department, the remaining half being 
shown as a deficit’ to the Health 
Department, This practice is, in our 
‘opinion, misleading. and we consider 
that the whole cost should be trans~ 
ferred to the Education Department. 

We have given careful considera” 
tion to the "possibility of making a 
charge for each pupil receiving the 
benefit of medical service. It has 
been pointed out to us that school 
fees are so small that any reason 
‘able ‘charge might appear in com-

Specialized Service 


We gave consideration to the pos- 
sibility of reducing the cost of the 
Service, but it is a specialised ser- 
vice requiring a specially trained 
officer, and we feel that it should 
feither'"be continued on its present 
basis for a further period of at 
Teast three. years, or abandoned al- 
together. It” is intended that the 
Service shall eventually be controlled 
by Chinese doctors. ‘The Service was 
started seven years ago and has 
‘without doubt done valuable work, 
A very high proportion of Chinese 
children in Shanghai suffer from 
trachoma, and the School Medical 
Service provides trachoma clinies for 
the eure of this disease. Apart from 
this, school children are examined 
when found sick and are not allowed 
fo return to school until they have 
been cured to the satisfaction of one 
‘of the School Medical Officers. Not 
the Teast important of the duties 
eatried out by the School Medical 
Service is a follow up service of 
purses who endeavour to see that 
parents obtain for their children 
the necessary medical attention. “The 
Inspection of school children is, of 
course, invaluable in the detection 
‘of infectious diseases. 

‘We accordingly recommend: | ‘That 
the School Medical Service be ox- 
tended to the Secondary Schools for 
Chinese. that the whole cost of the 
Service be transferred to the Educi~ 
tion Budget; and that the Edueation 
Department be recommended to con 
sider making a charge of $1 per 
term ($2 per year) for ench pupil 
receiving the benefit of the Service.

By his spirited ability he built up 
fa very efficient Brigade which was 
Fespected by all sections of the com:

In 1926 he was invalided from the 
Brigade and resided in Shanghai 
until 1993 when he went to Exeter, 
Although retired from active service 
he never ceased from taking a deep 
terest in fire brigade matters in 
every part of the world as he was 
well known to. all the principal 
brigades throughout the world. ‘In 
1024, Mr. Pett was appointed viee- 
president, Institute of Fire Engineers 
of England, 

For the past five years he has been 
active in tackling the complex prob- 
ems of the co-ordination of the fire 
serviees throughout | Great Britain. 
‘This scheme was originally sponsored 
by his father who was Chief Omcer, 
Exeter Fire Brigade which scheme, 
after nearly half a century is now 
the law. Mr. Pett's articles brought 
him considerable recognition from 
all parts of the Empire and the ser- 
vices. Deceased came from a lor 
line of shipbuilders who in the last 
century turned thelr efforts to fire!

‘Transferred from Pensions te be Parlia~

In Iast_ month's “Fortnightly” there are 
two very striking articles. One, “The End 
of the Gentleman,” is to some’ extent the 
yather time-worn prophecy that the end of 
the public schools is approaching. ‘The 
writer comments on the amazingly uniform 
type of mind that it has produced: “The 
most determined experiments of the totali- 
‘arian states in standardizing human at- 
titudes by education still look amateurish 
when compared with the effortless and un~ 
conscious achievement of the Thring-Arnold 
tradition.” 

But the point of the article is that educa~ 
tion for the great majority stops at fourteen, 
and it is only a minority, privileyed either by 
exceptional brains or money in the family, 
whose education goes on to eighteen or 21. 
‘That is one of the things that must be chang- 
ed and with the change, in the writer's opin- 
fon, will come the end of the gentleman as 
hitherto conceived. It is a weakness as well 
as a strong point in his argument that he 
shows how the idea of a gentleman, of the 
public school model, has never remained 
constant, 

‘The other article, “Will We Ever Learn,” 
enumerates the abuses we have tolerated so 
Jong—14 millions of workers struggling along 
on a pittance, and never sure of work, three 
millions idle ‘while every year thousands of 
acres have been going out of cultivation. 
“Do we appreciate that in Russia, Italy and 
Germany today—even in this country and 
the United States—some men play the tune 
fo which others must danee? Democracy as 
we have known it has been a failure simply 
because the ruling classes have skilfully 
evaded the rules.” 

‘One may differ from the writer's analysis 
Of the causes of failure, hut no one can di 
pute the fact. We have merely to recall how 
wheat was being ploughed into the ground 
fon one side of the world while on the 
other millions were starving. 

In this country and in the Empire at large, 
of both of which the past few months of 
tense anxiety have somehow brought us 
new apprehension, the postwar Government 
will have all the scope for ail the aims it ean 

ne. And in the new men who are 
i their mark in All branches of the 
sxiministration, without distinction of pol

Nov. 7-—When we noticed the name of a 
house on Hungjao Road yesterday, we were re- 
minded of the Garden of Eden. We entered 
the gates to admire the wide borders of chry- 
santhemums along the west side of the drive 
‘and thought that perhaps someone would come 
slong with a Taberneemontana alternifolia fruit: 
if that was really the fruit offered to our first 
parent: however we were doomed to disap- 
ointment; we did not even see the snake! 
"There was'a cast-off skin in the shrubbery near— 
by, but that was as near as we got to the real 
article. The spirit of the tempter may have 
been there for we were tempted to procect 
further and we did not require much perstia~ 
sion. As we strolled over a bridge, we saw 
‘masses of red cannas in flower and evergreen 
trees. too s1umerous to mention. On our right 
‘was avery expansive lawn sloping down to a 
large pond: while on the left, in the distance, 
was a'smaller pool nestling snugly at the foot 
‘of a high mound planted with many types of 
free and shrubs. There was a series of flower 
beds, designed to form a monogram and planted 
with’ petunias still in bloom on the north side 
of the drive as it turned towards the house. A 
mass of chrysonthemums in front of the house 
attracted our aitention and as we proceeded to~ 
wards these beds, we noticed a\ bed of the 
perennial Verbena (Verbena Venosa), this bed 
Tooked very charming tucked away in’ the 
shelter of a laurel hedge. Between this and a 
bed of Ageratum was a bed of lovely white 
chrysanthemums : the semiedouble lowers were 
large and most attractive, On the banks of the 
“valley” leading down to the pond were mixed 
beds of the same plants and it was in one of 
chese beds, that we found a variety worthy of 
‘more general cultivation. Its flowers have 
‘more petals than the usual semi-doubles and 
they are a charming shade of shell-pink : for 
vase decoration, they must be superb: they are 
About five inches in diameter, a littie smaller 
than the ‘white referred to previously, but no 
Jess" attractive. Cockseombs ‘are not favourite 
flowers of ours : but we saw a bed of an orange= 
red variety thai we liked very much : it looked 
‘most effective in the distance. "This. colour is 
nhot common in the garden and it is most useful 
for colour schemes. We saw many chrysanthe- 
mums growing in pots, “most of the lowers 
stems being tied (0 cupola-shaped frames which 
showed the “flowers to” the best advantage. 
“Purple Wei-fong” appeared to be the favourite 
variety : sixty blooms being counted on many 
of the plants while ninety-five fowers ‘were 
noticed on 3 pot of one of the other varieties 
Erown, ‘There were also some very good sitl~ 
lesflowered varieties grown in cascade 

& deep crimson variety being, in our opinion, 
the best of the lot, although we saw’ plants 
seven fect “long” and two feet across at the 
top. ‘The garden is a very extensive one and 
as we were admiring the various. sections, ‘we 
thought thot, after all, Eve had offered us some- 
thing much’ nicer than the forbidden fruit.

Nov. 7—Re-reading my recent Note about the 
alleged humming bird in Africa fills me with 
a desire to explode the great humming bird 
myth. Let me. try. Anyone who sees (or 
thinks he sees) a humming bird outside the 
American continent—or adjacent islands—must 
‘say to himself, "I know this is not a humming 
bird, so what is it?” Tr he ig ina temperate 
zone. say in Shanghai, he will note that the 
alleged Hummer is ery. small....and he can 
Fest-assured that his “bird” is a Hawkmoth. 1 
the observer happens to be in the tropical re 
sions south of us, or in India, or in Africa, he 
May notice that his Hummer is slightly Taiger 
than his preconceived idea of a “tiny humming 
ird”: such bird must then be a Sunbird which 
has bright colouring and feoding habits similar 
to the humming bird's; Le. they both take necta 
‘and small insects from Mowers. There are two 
kinds of Sunbird in South China, quite a number 
of brilliant forms in India, Java, Sumatra, etc, 
fand many other kinds spread through Africa, 
Their nests are lke a flimsy hanging bag with 
a narrow neck. Now for the real humming 
birds. ‘There are nearly 900 species when the
